MINNESOTA NEWS. 


To Im prov e th e M in n e s o ta . 
Maj. Allen, United Rtates eng ineer, lias 
recently made an im portant report upon 
the practicability and cost of making the 
Minnesota rivsr navig able from Mankato 
to its mouth, a t Fort Snelling . Maj. Allen 
finds th a t the stream can be made navi­ 
g able for steamers drawing two feet of 
water by removing the impeding snag s a ni 
the construction of movablo dams and 
locks at the mouth and points further up 
the river. His plan 
is to 
make

dams movable in order to prevent dam ­ 
ag e 
by 
the 
heavy 
spring 
floods 
in th a t valley . His estimate of the cost of 
six locks and dams is as follows: 
Work. 
$1,221,000, land damag e« , $135,975; re­ 
moving snag s, $35,000; 
10 per cent, for 
conting encies.$ 135,703; to tal,$1,527,738.

In 1881 I was hunting some lost 
horses in the broken country west of 
the Biff H orn river. 
I had ridden all 
the morning over a country th a t was 
strang e to me.

to come suddenly to the edg e of a can­ 
y on, the existence of which 1 had not 
even suspected. 
In the cany on was a 
stream with clumps of cottonw ood 
tim ber alonff its banks, and in one of 
the open spaces was an Indian lodg e. 
The Indians th a t 
hunted in th a t 
country were peaceable, but the war 
was just over and the Sioux were 
feeling rath er sore. If they were Crows 
or A rapahoes I mig ht g et some infor­ 
m ation ab o ut my horses. I lay down 
and watched. No smoke came from 
the tepee; no one moved around it; 
half a dozen ponies g razed a few hun­ 
dred y ards distant. There was not 
even a dog , which looked rath er sus­ 
picious.

three white-tailed deer came from the 
tim ber and walked leisurely across 
the opening . Then I knew th a t the 
cam p was deserted, and the strang e­ 
ness of it startled me.

I threw back the flap, 
and I shall remember w hat I saw un­ 
til death. 
In the centre of the tepee 
was spread a buffalo robe, and on the 
robe were g uns and scalps nnd m any 
arrow s; and there was also food done 
up as for a journey ; and, sitting cross- 
leg g ed in a circle around the robe, 
were six braves oi the Sioux nation. 
All were in their prime, all decked out 
in war paint, and each one held a bow 
and arrow in his liend. On every 
face w as an expression of calm indif­ 
ference, as of one who neither suffers 
nor enjoy es, neither hopes nor fears. 
The faces were those of dead men and 
the sm allpox had m arked them with 
its awful m ark. 
They took their 
misery with their heads up, and even 
the horrors of this disease could leave 
upon their hearts no stain of fear, 
upon their brows no m ark of suffering . 
And this th a t their God mig ht judg e 
them men and fit them to pitch their 
cam ps forever in the g roves and g reen 
fields of Paradise.

G erm an y .

was 
E lizab eth 
Ivers. 
Mr. Bergh received a su p e rio r e d u ­ 
catio n . 
H e m arried while y oung a Miss 
T ay lo r, d a u g h te r of English p a ren ts. 
In 
1862 he was ap p o in ted secretary of lega­ 
tio n a t St. 
Petersburg, a n d began there 
the activ e interference in te h a lf of tha 
right of a n im a ls to kind tre a tm e n t, which 
m a d e him fam ous. 
Mr. Bergh resigned his 
p o sitio n on acc o n n t of ill health . 
On his 
way h o m e he te e a m e acq u a in te d with the 
earl oft H a rro w b y , p resident of th e R oyal 
Society for th e P revention of Cruelty to 
Animals, 
L o n d o n . 
The 
society 
of 
which 
Mr.

is modeled largely after the English one 
presided over by th is n o b lem an u n til his 
d e a th .

H e n ry B e rg h , th e P h ila n th ro p ist, 
D ead. 
Henry Bergh, founder and president 
of 
the society for the prevention of cruelty 
to anim als, died in N ev York on the 12th 
inst, 
Mr. Bergh was born in New York city in 
1823. 
H is father was the leading Ameri­ 
can shipbuilder of his tim e and his grand­ 
father was a native of Germany. 
His 
m other's maiden nam e 
was 
Elizabeth 
Ivers. 
Mr. Bergh received a superior edu­ 
cation. 
He married while young a Miss 
T aylor, daughter of English parents. 
In 
1862 he was appointed secretary of lega­ 
tion a t St. Petersburg, and began there 
the active interference in liehalf of the 
right of anim als to kind treatm ent, which 
m ade him fam ous. 
Mr. Bergh resigned his 
p osition on arconnt of ill health. 
On his 
way hom e he became acquainted with the 
earl cjf H arrowby, president of the Royal 
Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to 
Animals, 
London. 
The 
society 
of 
which 
Mr. 
Bergh 
was 
the 
founder 
is modeled largely after the English one 
presided over by this noblem an un til his 
death. 
He returned to New York in 1864, 
and spent a year in maturing his plans for 
the establishm ent of means to check and 
prevent cruelty to anim als. The American 
Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to 
Animals was instituted in 1865. 
In 1866 
it was given by sta tu te the powers of pros­ 
ecution and arrest, 
which 
it. still pos­ 
sesses. 
Mr. 
Bergh had 
been 
its presi­ 
dent since 
its 
inception. 
His 
appeal 
to the m oral sense and his disinterested­ 
ness were the principal elem ents of his suc­ 
cess. 
He received no salary for his work, 
freely giving his tim e and energies to it. 
The sta tu te of 1866 con stituted Mr. Bergh 
an assista n t district attorn ey of New York 
city and a ssistan t of the attorn ey general 
of the sta te enforcement of the 
laws 
against cruelty to anim als. He was a mem­ 
ber of the bar, and effective in the court 
room and as a lecturer. 
T hirty-six sta tes 
have founded sim ilar organizations to th a t 
instituted by Mr. Bergh, who received many 
application s from foreign lands for in­ 
form ation as to his m ethods and the laws 
under which he worked. 
The society has 
l»een assisted powerfully by Inquests, es­ 
pecially th a t of Louis 
Bollard, of $150,. 
(MKI, contested by relatives, but confirmed 
the property of the society by judicial de­ 
cision. 
“Our Animal Friends'’ is the name 
of a pictorial m onthly magazine published 
under the auspices of the society. 
Mr. 
Bergh was six feet tall. 
H is face was long 
and thin, with large, irregular features, 
baggy eye* and heavy lines 
ut the sides 
and around the m outh. 
Ile was a good 
geologist, and well versed in medicine, and 
wrote several plays.

Funeral of the Em peror. 
T hefuneralof EmperorW illiam took place 
amid mach pom p. 
The weather was again 
extrem ely cold, and the troops, who were 
ranged four deep along the route taken by 
the funerul contege, wore heavy cloaks. 
The low tem perature had no apparent 
effect upon the people, and hundreds of 
thousands of 
sp ectators occupied tho 
space behind the soldiers, while every win- 
dow along Enter den Linden wa* crowded. 
All the houses on the thoroughfare were 
covered with mourning and exhibited flags 
with black drapery. 
The funeral service 
took place in the cathedral in accordance 
with the programme. 
Emperor Frederick 
was n ot present, the weather being too 
severe to permit of his exposing himseff. 
Dr. Koegel delivered the sem i on standing 
beside the coffin. 
H is tex t wu^ “ Lord, 
now lettest thou thy servant depart in 
E 
eace according to thy word, for mine eyes 
ave seen thy salvation .” 
He concluded 
his sermon with the Lords prayer and the 
congregation then sang the hymn, “Wenn 
Ich einmal sollscheiden." 
Tlie cathedral 
ceremony closed with the singing of “H oly, 
holy is the L ord.” 
The procession to es­ 
cort the kaiser’s remains to the m ausoleum 
then began to form. 
Brince Bism arck and 
Gen. von Moltke were not present at the 
service in the cathedral, nor did they take 
part in the procession to the 
m auso­ 
leum. 
Tho cathedral 
presented 
a m ost 
solem n 
aud 
im pressive 
appearance. 
The scene was truly m em orable 
when, 
amid the strains of the final chorus and the 
sharp rattle of volleys outside, twelve 
regimental com m anders slow ly and rever­ 
ently raised the coffin from 
its resting 
place, moving forward 
with it on their 
shoulders to the principal doors. 
Before 
them walked a liigh court official, 
Or* 
either side of the coffin were m inister# of 
state bearing on cushions the im perial 
crown and scepter and 
other insignia. 
Above the coffin waved the imperial stan d­ 
ard borne by Gen. Yon Rape. 
On each 
alae of him walked an officer with draw n 
sword. 
The 
royalties 
assum ed 
posi­ 
tion s in the cortege in due order. 
As the 
coffin reached the door the drummers of 
the m ilitary bands outside beat a deafen­ 
ing ta tto o . 
This was the signal for the 
troops to begin to march. 
While tin.' pro­ 
cession was forming the bands 
played 
Chopin's “ Marche Funebre, ” the sounds of 
the tolling of t tie church bell* mingling with 
the strains. 
The form ation of the cortege 
occupied som e time, b u t was effected in an 
orderly manner in rigid accordance with 
the official programme. 
The conspicuous 
absence of the emperor and fo u n t Yon 
Moltke andPrince Bismarck was deeply felt. 
TI:is was the only prom inent change in the 
ar'-.arigemeuts. 
The procession 
was in 
every way w orthy of the occasion. 
The 
m ilitary display was magnificent, though 
somber. 
The sight of the chief mourner, the heir 
to the throne, accom panied by three kings 
of Germ an blood, 
followed by the m o st 
illustrious representatives of every Euro­ 
pean country, whose presence gave e vi J*-nce 
of the universal 
veneration in which the 
deceased wa* held, an d by a long line of 
statesm en, all combined to cive the scene 
a n impressiveness th a t was reflected in the 
dem eanor of the dense throng in the cor­ 
tege. 
The dem eanor of the countless soecta- 
to rs was excellent. 
The silence was un­ 
broken. 
Every one remained uncovered 
until the coffin had passed. 
In the Hiege- 
salle, as had been arranged the, prores-ion 
halted. Crown Brince William, who had 
th u s far walked Immediately behind the 
funeral car, cow entered a carriage, ac­ 
companied by the king* of Saxony, 
Bel­ 
gium aud Rournania. 
The oth er royalties 
a t the sam e time took seats in carri ages 
following t h a t of the c r o w n prince. The 
order of the procession was now changed, 
the garde do corps a-sum ing the place of 
escort and officer* of lower ran k relieving 
the pall bearer*. 
The cortege then moved 
onw ard until it reached < hariottenburg. 
The chaplain then closed the solemn 
service with the benediction. 
Members of 
the imperial family and the other m ourn­ 
ers then withdrew, the gem-rate taking 
farewell of their dead m ast r by [(lacing 
their hands, as if in salute, upon his collin.

Once in the hunting region 
plenty of tresh provisions can easily 
he obtained every day with a rifle and 
fishing rod. 
E xpeditions generally go j 
out for tw o or three weeks. 
North 
Creek is the southern entrance to the 
hunting grounds of the 
Racquette 
Lake region. 
Thence you go by stage 
te Blue 
M ountain, 
and stop over 
night there, t hence hy boat 12 miles 
to R acquette L ik e. 
“The ordinary cam p is built of logs, 
and contains three room s. 
The out- 
side of the cam p iscovered with spruce 
or hemlock hark, and is hanked in 
cold weather with snow and spruce 
houghs to keep it warm as well as to j 
keep sm all anim als from creeping un-1 
der its walls, acam p is leased by hunt- i 
mg expeditions for a sm all gum.

myself and your mother great pleas­ 
ure. You must study to be frank with 
the world; frankness is the child of 
honesty and courage. 
Say what you 
mean to do on every occasion, and 
take it for granted you mean to do it 
right, 
lf a friend asks a favor you 
should grant it.if it is reasonable,if not 
tell him plainly why you can not. 
You will wrong him and wrong your­ 
self by equivocation of any kind. Nev­ 
er do a 
wrong 
thing to make a 
friend for 
keep 
one; 
the man 
who requires you to do so is dearly 
purchased a t a sacrifice. Deal kindly 
but firmly, with your classmates, you 
will find it the policy which wears 
best. Above all do not appear to others 
what von are not. If you have any fault 
to find with any one,tell him, not o th ­ 
ers, of what you complain; there is no 
more dangerous experiment than th a t 
of undertaking to be one thing before 
a m an’s face and another behind his 
back. 
We should live, act and say 
nothing to the injury of any one. 
It 
is not only best as a m atter of princi­ 
ple, but it is the path of peace and 
iionor. 
In regard to duty, let me, in 
conclusion ot this hasty letter, inform 
you th at nearly a hundred years ago 
there was a day of remarkable gloom 
and darkness—still known as the dark 
d ay —a day when the light of the sun 
was slowly extinguished, as if by an 
eslipse.

In 1881 I was hunting some lost 
horses in the broken country west of 
the Big Horn river.

night there, thence by boat 12 miles 
I to Racquette Lake.

You will permit me, in retiring from 
the force, with whom 1 part with re­ 
gret on account of the warm personal 
relations between us, to commend 
them to you as faithful, intelligent 
officers, whose places you would find 
it difficult to fill, and 1 hope sincerely 
that you will s e e your way to retain 
them unchanged. And also, through 
you, I would ask to make my acknow­ 
ledgements to the public, whose ser­ 
vant I have been, of my warm appre­ 
ciation of their regard and esteem.
